Police Bureau and Various Re- 
strictive Measures.

Rome, Dec. 27.—A delegate today stated 

- the exact result of the Anarchist confer- 

ence, the proceedings of which were kept 
secret. 

An international bureau of police for sur- 
veillance of Anarchists is to be established 
in Berlin, consisting of nine members—Ger- 
man, Austrian, French, English, Italian, 
Russian, Swiss, Belgian, and Dutch. This 
bureau is to correspond with all the police | 
departments of Europe, and will be repre- 
sented in each country by special agents. 
All the states represented will contribute 
equally to the maintenance of the bureau. 

The European governments are to negoti- 
ate for extradition treaties relating to An- 
archists, who are defined as all those who 
make public profession. of the anarchist 

’ faith, who are found in the possession of 

Anarchist publications, bombs, and letters of 

an anarchistic character, al) members of An- 
archist societies. Anarchists convicted: of 

Anarchist crime are to be punished accord- 

ing to the law of the country where the 

crime is committed. Anarchist journals are 
- to be placed under censor, their circulation 
= interdicted, and their editors, printers, and 
AMistributors proceeded against as Anarch- 
§sts. All proceedings against Anarchists 
will be conducted in camera. x2 

These decisions were accepted by the dele- 
gates of Germany, Austria, Russia, Italy, 
‘Turkey, Spain, Portugal, Sweden, Denmark, 
Montenegro, Servia, and Roumania, but 
England, France, Switzerland, Belgium, 
Halland, Luxembourg, and Greece rejected 
them. 

The conference also discussed the question 
whether Anarchist crimes should be pun- 
ished with death. The proposition was re- 
jected by a majority of votes. 

' The question whether Nihilists, Young 
Turks, Irridentists, and Fenians should be 
considered Anarchists, was decided in the 
negative. 

None of these decisions is final, as they | 
have to be ratified by the governments rep- 
resented. It is probable the only ultimate 
upshot of the conference will bp the estab- 
lishment of an international police bureau. 


"POPE LEO FAVORS AMERICANS. 


Stated in Rome He Has Ordered Attacks 
on Ecclesiastical Policy Known as 
“Americanism ”’ to Cease. 

Rome, Dec. 27.—It is stated on the best 
guthority in Rome that the Pqpe has issued 
a formal order directing attacks on the ec- 
clesiastical policy termed “Americanism” 
must cease. 

The fight against Americanism carried on | . 
in Burope for some time more or less sys- 
tematically reached its climax in a book.

The Cardinal committee, consist- 
ing of Ledochowski, Vanutelli, Pietro, Getti, 
‘Ferrata, and Santolli, submitted to the Holy 
Father a lengthy report ‘so favorable te 
“Americanism ” that the Pope immediately 
decreed the opponents of the policy should 
stop agitating the question. 

Archbishop Corrigan of New York is 
brought into the discussion by Lepidi, who 
asserts Corrigan, in a personal letter, com- 
mended him for giving his imperimatur to 
the Magnien book. In Rome it had been | 
supposed the sympathies of the Archbishop 
of New York were on the American side of 
the controversy.

CUBANS FIGHT AMERICANS 


(Continued from first page.) 


the armed troops could reach the.scene of 
the outbreaks. : 

A review of the clashes and the announced 
causes will show the offenders and the con- 
stant increase in seriousness of the trouble. 

On Dec. 17 and 18 there was trouble in 
the Cerro district, which for a time threat- 
ened to become a general éngagement. The 
riot of Dec. 17 started in a fight between a 
Cuban and a Spanish soldier. The Cuban 
wore a cockade of Cuban colors in his hat. 
The soldier attempted to take it from him. 
The row attracted the attention of a squad 
of Spanish soldiers, which was rushed to 
the spot. A seattering volley was fired. 
Cubans rushed from theaters and cafés, and 
for a time serious trouble threatened. Dur- 
ing the shooting Marion Brill, a private of 
the Second Iilinois, and John Rogers, a pri- 
vate of the One Hundred and Sixty-first 
Indiana, were wounded, and two Cubans and 
one niard were killed. 

On the afternoon of Dee. 17 two Cuban 
negro soldiers planted themselves in am- 
bush and fired upon a burial squad from the 
Second Illinois, but were captured ore 
they succeeded in shooting any soldiers. 

. Three days later, at the funeral of a Cuban 
killed in the riot in the Cerro distrtict, an- 
other clash occurred. As the procession 
was passing a Spanish military hospital a 
Ouban insisted on the Spanish taking off 
their hats. The order was resisted, and in 
the encounter which. ensued the Spanish 
attachés of the hospital fired into the pro- 
céssion. wounding three Cubans. 


curred. The Cubans, growing more ‘ag- 
gressive as the force of Spaniards grew 
weaker, were celebrating in honor of the 
day. Several minor fights took place. At 
night there was much firing in the Monser- 
rat district. Cubans fired from housetops 
into a troop of sleeping Spaniards. The 
soldiers sprang to their arms and volleyed 
wildly in all directions. The whole city was 
aroused by the firing, which continued scat- 
teringly for hours. The rioting continued 
Monday night, and ‘a Cuban child was killed. 

The Cubans have practically full range of 
the city, and the Spaniards have been 
‘driven into a small district, outside of which 
they can go only with danger. The Cubans 
all the while have taken advantage of the 
lack of restriction to provoke or start 
trouble, and the Spaniards, revengeful to 
the last, have been quick to resent any show 
of hatred towards them. 


SAYS PHILIPPINES CAN 
NOT BE-HELD WITHOUT 
CONSENT OF RUSSIA. 


Ex-Governor Boutwell of Massachu- 
setts Takes a Pessimistic View of the 
National Policies Resulting from the 
War with Spain. 


Boston, Mass., Dec. 27.—Relative to the 
problems presented by the conclusion of the. 
war, ex-Governor Boutwell, before the Con- 
gressional club tonight, spoke in part as 
‘follows: _ 

“It is my purpose on this occasion to con- 
sifier the question known as the policy on 
which the country is entering, a policy of 
peace or a policy of war. The seizure, pos- 
session, and occupation of the Philippines, 
whether the occupation is treated_as tem- 
porary or permanent, proceeds upon the 
theory that our present peaceful relations 
with England, Russia, and Japan are never 
to be broken or disturbed seriously. 

‘Three years have not yet gone since 
Engiand and the United States were on the 
brink of war, and there can be no security 
for continued peaee with Great Britain. The 
laxity of our policy during the insurrection 
in CuBa, if imitated by us in the event of 
revolutionary movements in Canada, would 
open a controversy with Great Britain that 
might erd in war. War with England is not 
an impossibility. 

“I now lay before you two statements as 
my fixed opinions concerning the future of 
the country: 

“First, if by the treaty with Spain, ratified 
by the American Senate, we take jurisdic- 
tion of the Philippine Islands for any pur- 

ese or for any period of time, that jurisdic- 
on will never be stirrendered voluntarily 
by the United States. 

“Second, that the sovereignty of the 
islands will be yielded to force finally, and 
that that force may be exerted by the in- 
habitants of the tslands, or by England, or 
by Japan, or by Russia, and not unlikely by 
the combination or the codperation of two or 
more of these powers. If we hold the 
Philippines we shall hold them because Rus- 
sia permits us to do so and not otherwise. 

This is, in itself, a “humillation. The 
fortunes of Russia and China are now identi- 
cal, and henceforth their immense resources 
are to be wielded as one power. 

** Americans may take note of four or more 
observations that are of supreme im- 
portance: 

“1, We are indebted to the protecting 
naval strength of England for our successes 
in the war with Spain. 

“2. We are to deal generously with 
Canada. 

“3. Whatever trade benefits may arise 
from conquest of the Philippines, England is 
to enjoy with us. 

**4. There must be neutral help in the com- 

ing contest with Russia. 
“The President proposes to take jurisdic; 
tion of the Philippines, and then consider 
how they are to be governed. Thus he an- 
nounces the essential doctrine of an unlim- 
ited tyranny, We are to pursue the policy 
which we condemned in Spain, and which 
has ended in unmitigated disaster.’’

Two thugs and a saloonkeeper, who had 
read accounts of *holdups in which robbers 
secured their plunder by imprisoning dram-

prised to find that their victim’s prison was 
also his fortress and arsenal, fled without 
booty and with bullets flying about their 
heads.

The comedy opened with Wissenrider be- 
hind the. bar alone.

Mrs. Cordelia Botkin, on trial on the charge 
of murdering Mrs. John P. Dunning of Dover, 
Del., will probably know her fate before 
Sunday. Today the defense concluded the 
evidence in rebuttal, and tomorrow morning 
Attorney General White will make the open- 
ing argument for the State. 
Attorney Knight will make the opening ar- 
gument for the defense in the afternoon. 
Senator McGowan will speak for the prisoner 
Thursday morning, and District Attorney 
Hosmer will close the case for the State 
Thursday Judge expects to 
chafge the jury day morning. 
AS the end of the trial approaches Mrs. 
Botkin daily becomes more confident. 
The prosecution sprung one of its surprises 
by producing Mrs. Clara Arbogast, the wom- 
an for whom the defense had searched in 
vain, and who is said to have caused the es- 
trangement of Mr. and Mrs. Botkin. 
Mrs. Grace Harris, who testified a week 
ago to having sold Mrs. Botkin the handker- 
chief received by Mrs. Dunning, was recalled 
to again explain the sale. She testified she 
made out a sale tag to accompany the parcel, 
but that the tag has since disappeared. 
Then Mrs. Clara Arbogast. at one time the 
friend of Welcome Botkin, husband of the 
prisoner, was called to the stand.

Dr. Tyrrell was recalled and again testified 
that he had attended Mrs. Botkin on Sunday, 
July 31, the day Mrs. Botkin is alleged to 
have bought the candy. Maggie Smith, a 
domegtic in the hotel, then testified she was 
in charge of the hotel when the doctor called.

Theories of an Expert. 
Gus Hendricks, a Cincinnati expert of the 
Consolidated Time Lock company, reached 
Lima late this afternoon.

It required about 
thirty seconds for him to reach the conclu- 
sion that the time lock had not been manipu- 
lated from the outside by cracksmen.

‘If the time lock was set 
properly and was timed to run thirty-six 
hours, it was not opened from the outside 
before the expiration of the thirty-six 
hours.”” 
As a technical machinist and without re- 
gard to the particular circumstances of this 
robbery, Mr. Hendricks said the vault might 


conceal the robbery until Monday morning 
or possibly later. 

“On the other hand, if the door had been 
closed properly, would it have occurred to 
the directors to speak of the affair as a 
robbery at all? Would the word defalcation 
not have been employed?’’ 

Detectives and others are investigating a 
rumor that a band of six crooks has been 
in the city two or three weeks. Two men 
stopped at the Lima House and claimed to 
be insurance agents, but they were not ob- 
served soliciting, it is said. They are con- 
nected, according to the rumor, with three 
other men and a womam who have been at 
another hotel.

‘the black disk of shadow gradually crep: to

black on the face of the moon, and at 6:45 
the orb of night had resumed its regular

The eclipse was the last of six forthe year 
1898 and was the only one generally visible. 
Twice before the moon has been tampered 
with by a shadow, and the sun has suffered 
three times by like interference on ‘the part 
of some of its revolutionary subjects. 

Of the eclipses of 1898 the antarctic region 
has been a silent spectator of one; the City 
of Allahabad and eastern Siberia have 
shared another between them; and only New 
Zealand, Patagonia, and the Argentine re- 
public enjoyed a third. These were the 
eclipses of the sun.

M. de Monvel is known more widely in 
this country through his illustrations than 
through his paintings, his illustrations of 
the life of Joan of Arc which appeared in 
one of the Eastern Magazines during a 
part of 1807 and 1898 having attracted much 
attention. These were issued also in a 
volume of colored plates. In France he has 
long enjoyed an enviable reputation in 
many branches of art, but is most widely 
ome tet known from his portraits of chil- 

ren. 

He was born in Orleans, France, in 1850, 
and his family was distinguished by having 
given to the world the actors, Monvel, Nour- 
rett, and Mile. Mars. He tarned to art’ 
early in life and studied with Cabanel, 
Lefebvre, and Duran. He was for some 
years engaged chiefly in work for illus- 
trated journals, in which he acquired a con- 
siderable reputation. He continued, how- 
ever, to paint and exhibit pictures, and re- 
ceived medals in the Old Salon. Of late 
years, however, he has exhibited in the 
Calon Champ de Mars. | 

There is a suggestion of both the artistic 
and the military in his appearance. His 
beard and mustache are on the military or- 
der, and through his hair are some streaks 
of gray.

barley. These figures are smaller than che 
corresponding ones of a week ago by 1,776,- 
000 bushels of wheat, larger by 547,000 bush- 
els of corn, smaller by 60,000 bushels of oats, 
larger by 185,000 bushels of rye, and smaller 
by 25,000 bushels of barley. The visible sup- 
ply of wheat for the corresponding week of 
a@ year ago increased 1,051,000 busheis. 


TRANSVAAL GOLD PRODUCT. 

The output of the Transvaal gold mines 
in 1888 was 208,000 ounces. The product 
in 1897 was 3,035,000 ounces. Measured in 
dollars this is an advance in ten years from 
$3,850,000 to $56,100,000. According to 
the. report of the American Consul at 
Pretoria, the yield for this year will be far 


in excess of that for 1897. The output for 


the first ten months has been 3,700,000 
ounces, valued at $68,150,000. During the 
twenty-eight working days of last October 
400,000 ounces .of gold were extracted. 
This is the largest month's yield yet, but 
it is expected that the October record will be 
surpassed soon. 
There is nolanger of the immediate ex- 
haustion of the mines now being worked 
on the Rand. The quantity of gold ob- 
tained from the deep levels is increasing. 
Furthermore, the gold bearing territory 
which has been exploited thus far is but 
a small part of the workable territory. It 
there is no more trouble in the Transvaal, 
there is no reason why’ should not be 
producing much over 100 million dollars’ 
worth of gold ‘annually in less than ten 
years. 
Within a comparatively short time the 
gold producing ‘capacities of northern Asia 
will be developed intelligently... Thus far 
there has been only a little scratching of 
the surface. When mines-.are handled 
scientifically the regions alang the Chinese 
and Siberian mountains will produce tens 
of millions of dollars’ worth of gold an- 
‘nually and may cast other gold producirttgz 
countries in the shade 
So great is the future production of that 
metal going to be that even the most in- 
trepid free silverite will not dare to talk 
of an “appreciation of gold.” Yor it will 
be a self-evident: fact that there is enough 
of it to meet the demands not merely of 
those countries which have the gold 
standard now, but also of those which do 
not have it, like China and India. Then 
the men who are demanding the free coin- 
age of’ silver will have to find some new ar- 
guments, Probably they will drop ‘silver 
and unite with the fiatists.. They

If the multiplex tel@raph 
instrument invented by Dr. 
Henry A. Rowland of 
Johns : Hopkins University 
should prove to be a success 
it may be expected to make some radical 
changes in‘telegraphy. The fact that it is 
to send as many as four messages simul- 
taneously each way over the same wire isin 
itself noteworthy, and the further fact that 
it is to print each message separately ona 
sheet of paper without the need of a receiv- 
ing operator is still more important. It will 
be remembered that one of Edison’s chie’ 
claims to success and fame was his duplex 
and triplex system for telegraphing simul- 
taneously over the same wire. Dr. Row- 
land now aspires to improve still further 
upon this valuable idea by combining with 
it a system for sending messages by means 
of keyboards like those of typewriters, and 
for receiving them either on printed ribbons 
or on sheets, something after the manner 
of the ordinary ticker used for stock quota- 
tions. Both the multiplex and the printing 
ideas are already in practical use to a limited 
and rudimentary extent, and there seems to 
be every reason to expect that at an early 
date they will be combined something after 
the style intended by the Johns Hopkins in- 
ventor. When that time comes, ana when 
the messages can be rattled off from an 
ordinary typewriter keyboard without be- 
ing translated into the Morse code it will 
inaugurate a new era in telegraphy. The 
successful completion of such a machine 
as that now being tested at Baltimore would 
more than double the number of messages 
that could be sent over-existing telegraph 
lines in a given time. 


BR AND THE FILIPINOS. 

Wiliam J. Bryan was in this city on 
Monday. In reply to a question as to his 
views,concerning annexation he stated: 

I am in favor of approving the treaty of peace, 
and of establishing a stable government in the 
Philippines, just as I am in favor of establishing 
a stable govérnment in Cuba. The Filipinos, how- 
ever, are the best judges as to the kind of goygern- 
“ment they want, and they should be allowed to 
govern themselves. The fact that we have 
agreed to pay $20,000,000 for the islands does not 
bind us to annex them as a part of this country. 

The only stable government which the 
United States can establish in the Philip- 
pines is an American government. A sta- 
ble native government cannot be estab- 
lished there because the materials are lack- 
ing. So numerous and so diverse are the 
elements which make up the population 
that no one native government could rule 
all the islands. Even in Luzon, with its 
more homogeneous population, the only 
form. of government which can be con- 
ceived of as stable is that of an Oriental 
despot who happened to be a man of marked 
ability. | 

The Filipinos should not be allowed to 
“govern themselves” in the American 
sense of the term, for the reason that they” 
do not know how to do so, and it is a grave 
question whether they ever will be able to 
learn. Like other Asiatics, the Filipinos 
have been accustomed to be ruled. The 
thought of self-government never has en- 
tered their heads. They are satisfied with 
any government from the outside which 
does not maltreat them, does not exact an

excessive share of what they uce, and 
does not meddle with th ] and re- 
ligious life. There are a Filfpinos, like 


Aguinaldo, who talk about Presidents and 
Congresses, but if Aguinaldo were allowed 
to rule the Philippines he would be just such. 
a “President” as was Dr. Francia in 


the Americans. Perhaps Bryan would like 
to have a plebiscite taken—to stuff a bal 
into the hand of every Filipino and ask him 
to vote for or against American rule. Or, 
more likely, he would prefer to have Con- 
gress assume that Aguinaldo and his 
farcical Congress represent the Filipinos, 
and that the latter should be given inde- 
pendence because the‘former demand it. 
If the Filipinos were asked what kind of 
government they want they would repiy: 
“A different kind from that the Spaniards 
gave us—lower taxes and less cruelty.” 

The United States is going to give the 
Filipinos better government than they have 
ever had when under either native or Spsn- 
ish rule. Then they will be contented and 
there will be no insurrections. If Aguinal- 
do, Agoncillo, and the others who are talk- 
ing about “republican institutions” and 
“ self-government,” of the true meaning of 
which they have not the least conception, do 
not like American rule they can clear out. 

Of course Bryan knows that the F'li- 
pinos are a lot of children, politically speak- 
ing, who are unable to rule themselves. 
They are no more the material out of which 
to construct a stable government than a 
quicksand is a good foundation for a build- 
ing. But such is his eagerness to get a new 
issue that he insists, without waiting to 
hear from the Filipinos, with the exception 
of Aguinaldo, that the Philippines must be 
surrendered to them and to anarchy untibp 
some European nation Jays hands on the 
islands. He will find few Americans to 
agree with him. |

Americans and Spaniarde have both shown 
a spirit of concession in non-essey tials, con- 
bined with a business-like system of putting 
everything in black and white, which has 
made the process of American occupation as 
pleasant as it might have been disagreeable. 
It is only necessary to suppress the tendency 
of a few native Cubans to homicidal hilarity 
in order to make the flag raising om New 
Year's day the crowning event of the war, 


DR. ANDREWS ON EXPANSION. 

The address of Dr. Andrews, Superin- 
tendent of the Chicago city schools, be- 
fore the Covenant Culture club on Mon- 
day night, in which he discussed the sub- 
ject of. National Expansion,” was a cool 
and dispassionate argument upon a theme 
which is now attracting more attention 
from the mass of the American people tha 
any other. : | 

While Dr. Andrews is not disposed to 
discuss the question from a partisan stand- 
point and does not underestimate its im- 
portance to the future welfare of the naticn, 
his views,may be regarded as those of an 
independent observer of public affairs. Fer 
this reason he maintains that there should 
be a “ rational medium ” between the posi- 
tion of the indiscriminate “ land-grabber " 
and that of the uncompromising opponent 
of territorial expansion. The fortunes of 
war have left us in possession of results 
which neither we nor Spain anticipated when 
it began, but this does not change our obliga- 
tion towards the territory or the people 
which in this manner have fallen into our 
hands without any wrong on our: part. 
The turning back of these lands and peop!es 
to their original possessors he regards not 
only as subversive of the ends of civiliza- 
tion but unjust to ourselves as well as to 
other nations. | 

In the retention of the Philippines Dr. 
Andrews sees nothing inconsistent with 
our past record or the promises under which 
we entered upon the war. Annexation has 
been the policy of the country at intervals 
for a century, and while the earliest ac- 
cessions were of contiguous territory, the 
Philippines are as accessible as Louisiana 
and New Mexico were at the date of their 
annexation, or as Alaska is today. In his 
estimation there are three conclusive argu- 
ments in favor of retaining them—viz.: 
(1) The commercial advantage we thereby 
gain without injustice to any other nation; 
(2) our obligation to protect the interests 
of the people who have come under the 
shadow of the American flag, and (3) our 
own interests in the Pacific Ocean. In view 
of the advances Russia has been making 
during the last few years, it is evidently 
the purpose of the Czar to absorb a good 
share of China. With Russian navy yards 
at Port Arthur we should be confronted 
by a great naval power at our back door, 
and national safety demands that we should 
be prepared for just such an emergency. 
This can be accomplished by our possession 
of Hawaii and the Philippines, and *# if 
the United States stands shoulder to 
shoulder with England and Japan,” sug- 
gests Dr. Andrews, “large parts of China 
may be saved.” f 

Dr. Andrews’ argument is one which ap- 
peals not only to self-interest and the 
national pride of every patriotic and liberty 
loving American citizen, but to the senti- 
ment of international benevolence as well. 


The advancement’ of the 
Mexican mission to an Ani- 
bassadorship is an event of 
no small significance in the 
mutual relations of the two 
leading American republics. 
While it is the first step of the kind taken 
between governments on the Western Hem- 
isphere, it is an evidence of mutual good 
will which will be gratifying to the major- 
ity of both nations. Ever since the war 
of half a century ago the relations of the 
two countries have been constantly growing 
closer, until now they may be said to be of 
@ more intimate and friendly character 
than those existing between this country 
and any other. Much of this‘is, of course, 
due to identity of republican institutions, but 
the service rendered to the Mexican goverh- 
ment by our own at the close of our civil 
war in assisting to relieve the former of a 
foreign despotic government will scarce;y 
be forgotten so long as the spirit of republic- 
anism exists beyond the Rio Grande.

TAKE IN THE CALUMET REGION. 
. Bx-Alderman Madden thinks the best and 
eheapest method of dealing with the sewage 
question in the Calumet region is to an- 
nex it to the sanitary district. He believes 
the people would like to come in, for they 
“would be getting the benefit of all the 
work done, without bearing any of the 
expense to date.” In his opinion, ** Calumet 
could not raise money enough by taxation 
to make a separate drainage district ” and 
construct along the line of the old canal 
feeder a smiall drainage channel costing 
about $1,600,000. 

‘A few years ago the value of the proper- 
ty in the Calémet region wastrifling. The 
value today is considerable. A few years 
hence, especially if a drainage channel is 
cut to the Sag, it will be far greater than 
it is now. The entire Calumet country 
is going to fill up with great manufactur- 
ing concerns, The voters do rot believe 
they are able to bear unaided the cost of 
: a drainage channel. They will not or- 

ganize a sanitary district of their own and 
they cannot easily be forced to do so. 

The simplest way to solve the problem 
is to extend the boundaries of the Chica- 
go drainage district. It is the more neces- 
sary that this should be done for the rea- 
son that the sewage discharged into the 
Calumet is emptied into the lake, and 
reaches some of the cribs through which 
the city draws its drinking water. The 
water supply will not be absolutely pure 
at all times until the course of the Calumet 
River is reversed. The drainage trustees 
have no authority to do that work as the 
law stands now. | 

If the Calumet region were annexed to 
the Chicago drainage district the newly 
acquired territory would not have to pay 
heavy taxes. The bulk of the cost of the 
additional work to be done would fall on 
the taxpayers of the present drainage dis- 
trict. There is some territory in the north- 
western angle of Indiana which is part of 
the Calumet region and will be benefited 
by its drainage. It should contribute 
towards the cost of this proposed work. 
The Indiana Legislature, however, may 
ave deem the subject worthy of its atten- 
tion. 

But even if that territory pays nothing 
the Calumet sewage must be kept out of 
the lake, and apparently the best way to 
accomplish that is for the drainage dis- 
trict to do a little expanding. A bill for 
that purpose cannot meet with eny opposi- 
tion in the General Assembly. The valley 
people, critical and suspicious as they are, 
can find nothing to object to in such a 
measure. 


BRYANW’S “BADGE.” 

In his retrogression speech in Lincoln, 
Neb., the other day Bryan exclaimed, glow- 
ing with a fine fervor: 

Shall we keep the Philippines and amend our 
flag? Shall we add a new star—the blood star, 
Mare—to indicate that we have entered upon a 
career of conquest? Or shall we borrow the yel- 
low, which, in 1896, was the badge of gold and 
greed? 

The “badge of gold and greed in 1896” 
was then called by Bryan in hundreds of 
his harangues “ bimetallism,” which, in- 
terpreted, means for the borrower to get 
from his creditor 100-cent gold dollars and 
in his greed pay him back in debased free 
silver dollars worth less than 50 cents each. 
Bryan preached that infamous doctrine a 
dozen times a day during all that political 
campaign. He‘threatens how to preach 
the same rascally doctrine in 1900: but it 
will not vote him as near the White House 
then as in 1896. He will be farther off by 
the Electoral votes of. Kansas, Nebraska, 
South Dakota, Wyoming, Idaho, Montana, 
and Washington. And if he advocates a 
surrender of the Philippine archipelago he 
will lose Colorddo, Nevada, if not the 
“ solid South ” also. 


RIOTOUS JOY IN CUBA. 

It is a pity that the Cubans in Havana 
should mar their rejoicings over Spanish 
evacuation with revengeful acts of lawless- 
ness and murder directed against their for- 
mer enemies. These acts are altogether 
Spanish in their spirit, and are utterly op- 
posed to the new “ Cuba libre ” over which 
the natives are rejoicing. With all their 
peaceful demonstrations of enthusiasm over 
the Cuban and American flags the Amer- 
ican people can sympathize sincerely, but 
with their tendency to rejoice by shooting 
defenseless Spaniards from rooftops there 
can be no sympathy whatever. The more 
speedily the Cubans can be compelled to 
understand that this sort of thing will not 
be tolerated the better it will be for their 
7 happiness and for American honor. 

As the time approaches for the last vestige 
of Spanish authority to be wiped dway from 
the island the awakening of the Cubans to 
the fact of their liberation has gradually 
developed into a memorable and gratifying 
demonstration of popular joy. In this re- 
spect the closing week of Spanish occupa- 
tion is a memorable tribute to the United 
States and a complete vindication of the 
war of Spanish expulsion. But, unfor- 
tunately, the lower classes of these newly 
liberated people have been inclined in the 
first burst of enthusiasm to mistake liberty 
fur license to revenge themselves for past 
injuries and tyranny. This is a natura! re- 
sult of Spain’s cruel rule. The Cuban 
rioters are merely putting into practice the 
lessons they have learned from Spaniards 
in the bygone century. This is no reakon, 
however, why they shouid nut be checked 
withasternhand. |. 

The proclamation issued by ithe Amer- 
ican Evacuation commissicn is a sensible 
and wise document, and wili doubtless have 
a quieting effect on the more intelligent Ou- 
bans. For those who cannot be appealed 
to by the kindly persuasion of this procla- 
‘mation a rougher sort of argument may be 
necessary. The rioters must be taught that 
American liberty never meant license to 
kill, and that forcing a Spaniard to kiss 
the Cuban flag by siashing him over the 
head with a machete is not an approved item 
in the new Cuban bill of rights inaugurated 
by American occupation. There must be 
nothing faintly resembling a reign of terror 
in Havana, either between now and Jan. 1 
or afterward. As the commissioners have 
poimted out in their proclamation, the re- 
maining Spaniards in the istand are guests 
of the United States and must be protected 
as such. Any murderous attacks upon 
Spanish soldiers. or civilians must be rigor- 
ously punished, and the commission has. 
given due warning that this will be done. 
It may be necessary to supplement the

Jefferson’s Own Statements Refute Bry- 
an’s False Claim That the States- 
man Was an Anti-Expansionist. 


In an elaborate article attacking the policy 
of expansion addressed to the editor of the 
New York Journ:¢, and printed in last Sun- 


‘day's issue of that newspaper William J. 


Bryan attempted to show the dangers in- 
volved in: the increase of territory and to 
fortify his position by claiming that Jeffer- 
son was an anti-expansionist. The New 
York Journal in an editorial printed the 
following day proves the falsity of Bryan's 
claims by quoting the following from Thom- 
as Jefferson's official papers and corre- 
spondence: 

Against the acquisition of the Philippines 
without the consent of the archipelago’s 
heterogeneous populations Jefferson is quot- 

No man can say what he thought. We 
know what he did. 

He realized that New Orleans was essen- 
tial to our welfare—New Orleans egared 
away then, in days’ travel, than are the an- 
tipodes today. | 

His declaration was that 
by force if necessary. 

He did not inquire concerning the disposi- 
tion or acquiescence of the human beings to 
be annexed until he had taken his positive 
stand. 

On Aug. 9, 1803, he wrote from Monticello 
to John Dickinson: 

“ There is a difficulty in this acquisition 
{Loulsiana] which presents a‘handle to the 
malcontents amepg us, though they have 
not yet discovered it. Our confederation is 
certainly confined to the limits established 
by the revolution. The general government 
has no powers but such as the constitution 
has given it; and it has not given it a power 
of holding foreign territories, and still less 
of incorporating it in the union. 
ment of the constitution seems necessary for 
this. In the meantime we must ratify and 
pay our money, as we have treated for a 
thing beyond the cofistitution, and rely on the 
nation to sanction an act done for its great 
good without its previous authority.” 

Jeffercon said: ‘*‘ Our confederation is 
certainly cohfined to the limits established 
by the revolution.”’ 

He added this in substance: 

*“ But the nation’s needs are not confined 
within those limits. We shall expand them 
and get the people’s consent, having acted 
for ita great good.” 

It is said that Jefferson thought we ought 
not to go outside our present limits. But 
hear again what he said. He wrote from 
Paris to Archibald Stuart on Jan. 25, 1786: 

‘Our present federal limits are not too 
large for good government. Our confeder- 
acy must be viewed as the nest from which 
all America, North and South, is to be peo- 
pled. We should take care not to think it 
for the interest of the continent to press too 
soon on the Spaniards. Those countries 
cannot be in better hands. My fear is that 
they are too feeble to hold them till our 
population can be sufficiently advanced to 
gain it from them piece by piece.’ 

That letter shows Jefferson—wise, cool, 
far-seeing. Let Spain keep her territories— 
she is weak. Those countries cannot be in 
better hands. Why? Because it will be 
easy for us to “ gain them, piece by piece. 
Not because it will be easy to get them by 
coaxing, or at the request of the inhabitants, 
but easy to gain them for this country’s 
good and for the good of the natives to be 
annexed—whether they might like it or not. 

Repeatedly comes up in Jefferson the ex- 
pression of a belief in force when force is

To John Bacon he wrote on April 30, 1803: 

“ Although I am not sanguine in obtain- 
ing a cession of New Orleans for money, yet 
I am confident in the policy of putting off 
the day of contention for it till we are 
stronger in ourselves and stronger in allies. 

Again in 1803 he expressed his belief in 
force. This time, on Sept. 14, he wrote to 
James Madison, Secretary of State: 

‘*T think it possible that Spain, recollecting 
our former eagerness for the island of New 
Orleans, may imagine she can, by a free de- 
livery of that, redeem the residue of Louisi- 
ana, and that she may withhold the peace- 
able cession of it. In that case, no 
doubt, force must be used. I think 
Clarke might be trusted with’a general hint 
of the possibility of opposition from Spain, 
and instructions to sound in every direction, 
and let us know the force Spain has there, 
where posted, how the inhabitants are likely 
to act if we march a force there, etc.” ° 

He wanted to know how the inhabitants 
felt, but he meant to have the territory, how- 
ever they might feel, and knowledge con- 
cerning their sentiments could not change 
his plans—if they could be carried out safely. 

It is interesting to note in those old days 
already existent the idea that Spain by giv- 
ing up certain things might‘ retain others— 
the idea still alive in her mind when she 
hoped by yielding Luzon to keep the other 
islagds in stavery. Jefferson in power was 
prepared to resist Spain in that, as America 
today has resisted Spain in the same line of 
evasion. 

Read Jefferson's letter, written on April 
18, 1802. It was addressed to Robert L. Liv- 
ingston, representing the United States in 
Paris, but it was meant for Napoleon Bona- 

rte: 

“ The cession of Louisiana and Florida by 
Spain to France works most sorely on the 
United States. It plainly reverses all the 
political relations of the United States, and 
will form a new epoch in our political course. 
Of all nations of any consideration France Is 
the one which has hitherto offered the fewest 
points on which we could have any conflict 
of right, and the most points of a communion 
of interest. From these causes we have ever 
looked to her as our friend, as one with 
which we never could have occasion to differ. 
Her growth, therefore, we viewed as our 
own, her misfortunes ours. 

“There is on the globe one single spot, the 
possessor of which is our natural and habit- 
ual enemy. It is New Orleans. France, 
placing herself in that door, assumes to 
us the attitude of defiance. Spain,might 
have maintained it quietly for years. Her 
pacific disposition, her feeble state, would 
induce her to increase our facilities there, so 
that her possession of the place would be 
hardly felt by us, and it would not, perhaps, 
be long before some circumstances might 
arise which might make the cession of it 
to us the price of something of worth to her. 
Not so can it ever be in the hands of France. 
The day that France takes possession of 
New Orleans fixes the sentence which is to 
restrain her forever within her low water 
mark.” 

Cuba and Mexico Jefferson looked upon as 
our possession soon to be. He wrote to Mad- 
ison in 1809: . 

‘*T suppose the conquest of Spain will soon 
force the delicate que&Stion on you as to 
the Floridas and Cuba, which will offer 
themselves to you. Napoleon will certainly 
give his consent, without difficulty, to our 
receiving the Floridas, and with some difii- 
culty, perhaps, Cuba, and though he will dis- 
regard the obligation whenever he thinks he 
can break it with success, yet it has a great 
effect on the opinion of our peopfe and the 
world to have the right moral on our side. 

‘IT had rather have war against Spain 
than not, if we go to war against England. 
Our Southern defensive force can take the 
Floridas, volunteers for a Mexican army 
will flock to our standard, and rich pabulum 
will be offered to our privateers in the plun- 
der of their commerce and coast. Probably. 
Cuba would add itself to our confederation.’’: 

He wrote to the Secretary of War Aug. 12, 
1808 
Bonaparte continues at war with Spain, a 
moment may occur when we may, without 
danger of commitment with either France 
or England, seize to our own Hmits of 
Louisiana as of right, and the residue of the 
Floridas as reprisals for spoliation.”

- Four 
years ago, when he had long passed four 
score years, he made a remarkable speech 
in the Senate, taking: for his topic ‘‘ Some 
Marvelous Senatorial Bills and Quack 
Panaceas for Real and Imaginary Griev- 
ances.”” This speech was provoked by nine 
crazy financial measures, chiefly intro- 
duced by the long-whiskered Populist, Pef- 
fer, of Kansas, which were reported, ad- 
versely, of course, by the Finance commit- 
tee. Senator Morrill called attention to the 
fact that. these bills, if enacted into law. 
would call for the expenditure by the gov- 
ernment of the stupendous sum of ninety- 
three and a half billions of dollars in legal 
tender money. The speech did more than 
anything else to expose the folly of the 
Populist financial schemes, and in opening 
his remarks Senator Morrill convulsed the 
Senate by saying: “It is hardly necessary 
to say these hungry bills, big, bigger, and 
biggest, nine of them, asking for nine or 
ten times more money than there is now in 
use by the whole world, were unanimously 
reported adversely by the Committee on 
Finance. Nothing more, as the committee 
conceived, could have been expected, save 
brief post-mortem obituaries. The bills, 
many of them, may have been reluctantly 
introduced by request, and therefore not 
tenderly nursed, even by their able and 
eminent godfather. Responsibility for such 
eccentricities ought not to be asked of Sen- 
ators, and should any member be charged 
with their real authorship I hope he would 
be able to plead in defense an alibi. 

*“* With no reasons offered for the introduc- 
tion of these billion dollar bills, a sufficient 
reason for the adverse report would appear 
to have been that they were all death- 
stricken from an overdose of the legal-tendtr 
nostrum at their birth, administered by the 
accoucheur.

LIFE OF “BAB”, AND “RUTH ASH- 
MORE” AT AN END. 


Newspaper Writer and Contributor to 
Magazines for Women Succumbs to 
an Illness Brought On by Grief Over 
Her Mother’s Death—Began Liter- 

ary Career When a Girl-Widow asa 
Source of Livelihood-Philosophy on 
Death in Latest Book. 


New York, Dec. 27.—[(Special.]—Isabel 
Allderdice Mallon, known to the women 
of the United States as a writer under the 
name of “ Bab” and “‘ Ruth Ashmore,” died 
this morning from pneumonia, in her home, 
475 Fourth avenue. Her illness began on 
Oct. 8, when she became afflicted with 
neurasthenia, brought on by grief over her 
mother’s death. A month ago she contract- 
ed the grip, and pneumonia followed. 

Mrs. Mallon was one of the old Sloan 
family of Hartford County, Md. Her an- 
cestors lived Sor five generations in Bal- 
timore, where thirty-six years ago she was 
born, and where she lived until she was 18 
years old, when she married William T. Mal- 
lon, a well-to-do young man of Baltimore.

CHICAGO PACKERS SAY 
GEN. MILES IS MISTAKEN 
. ABOUT BEEF BEING BAD. 


All Declare the Meat Sent to the Army 
Was of the Same Quality that Is 


Shipped to’ 


Europe. 


Local packers are unanimous in declaring 
that General Miles is in error in the charges 
he has made before the War Investigating 
committee regarding the quality of beef fur- 
nished the ariny in Cuba. Edward F. Swift 
of Swift & Co., the concern most interested 
in the question on account of its large con- 
tract wiih the government, said that every 
shipment of meat to Cuba made by his com- 
pany underwent a most rigid inspection. 

“We furnished only refrigerated beef to 
the army dufing the late war,” said Mr. 
Swift, ‘‘and never received any complaint 
about our meats. Every piece of meat 
shipped by us to the army underwent a rigid 
inspection and if not Al was condemned. 

“It was exactly the same as that we sell 
to our trade in Chicago and throughout the 
country. No chemicals of any kind were 
used, The meat was killed in the same way 
and taken care of in precisely the same way 
as that which we send to Europe.” 

Edward Morris of Nelson Morris & Co. 
said that company had furnished an im- 
mnense araount of meat to the army‘in the 
late war and had never heard of a complaint 
regarding the quality or condition of meat 
supplied. 

** We heard of General Miles’ charges with 
great surprise,’ said Mr. Morris. ‘“ They 
are the first and only complaints that have 
been registered against our meats. The 
severe tests all our goods have to pass 
through before leaving the premises where 
they are canned are a guarantee of their 
condition.’’ 

W. IF. Burrows of the Libby, McNeill & 
Libby company said that their canned meat 
was absolutely climate proof. ‘“* We have 
been in the business for more than twenty- 
five years,’ said he. “ Our employés fully 
understand their business. The government 
never has made a single complaint to us 
abvut our meats. We sold millions of pounds 
of canned meats.to the government for use 
in the war, and no cans have ever héen re- 
turned to us as bad. All meats require pep- 
per and salt, and as the soldiers did not have 
any seasoning it is likely the canned meat 
sometimes tasted flat to them. That may 
have had some effect on the meat. The 
climate certainly could have none.”’ 

Charles W. Comes of Armour & Co. said 
that the question did not concern that com- 
pany, as it had no contract with the govern- 
ment. 

**General Miles is harping on an ol4 fal- 
lacy,”’ he said. ‘It is the old story of the 
Eastern butchers who raised a hue and cry 
against ‘embalmed beef’ when dressed 
meat first began to gain prominence and find. 
a market in the East. At that time they 
held that refrigerated meat was not as 
wholesome as that sold direct from the 
block.”’ 

Gustavus F. Swift declined to say anything 
about thé controversy further than that he 
would go to Washington at an early date and 
appear before the commission.

They 
also contradict the statement that the 
Teresa was sinking when abandoned, or in 
any danger of sinking, and to prove this they 
point to the fact that the Teresa drifted 
seventy-five miles and then went ashore in 
from twelve to fourteen feet of water, and 
with only three feet of water in the hold. 

«These same sea Captains laugh at the 
statement that the tug Merritt. searched 
twenty hours for the derelict and could not 
find it in such weather as prevailed and 
when any sailor knew just which way the 
vessel would drift after the tugs cast it

RUSH TO SECURE STOCKS. 


UNUSUAL ACTIVITY PREVAILS IN LO- 
CAL SECURITY EXCHANGE, 


Trading Is of Such Volume That the 
“Post” System Is to Be Adopted— 
Record-Breaking Business on Wall 
Street Said to Be Due Largely to 
Buying Orders from Chicago—Bears 
Are Put to Rout in the East by the 
Outsiders. 


The speculation in Chicago industrial 
stocks is assuming spectacular proportions. 
Many Chicago brokérs said yesterday that 
never. before in their experience has the 


market. 

The businéss of many of the La Salle street 
houses was the biggest in their history yes- 
terday. Sales on the local Stock Exchange 
amounted to 52,000 shares, which was only 
about 1,000 shares less than the sales of Fri- 
day, which were the biggest in the history of 
the Stock Exchange. 

So enormous has become the business on 
this exchange that it is now practically im- 
possible to conduct trading on the plan of 
calling the stocks in turn. The Governing 
board decided yesterday to adopt the “ post ”’ 
System as used on the New York Stock Ex- 
change. 

The active stocks will hereafter have sepa- 
rate posts, so that Tinplate, Biscuit, and Lin- 
seed can all be continuously and simul- 
taneously traded in on the exchange during 
the whole session. The new system will 
necessitate more floor ‘brokers, but will 
greatly expedite business, prevent unregis- 
tered trading, and “ ripping,” and the cost- 
ly errors which brokers are apt to make in 
the present state of confusion. 


Chicago Affects New York. 


~ Not only -is the local Stock Exchange 

booming "’ beyond all precedents, but the 
overfiow of bullish enthusiasm in Chicago is 
said to be the chief cause of the awakening 
in Wall street. 

“At least one-quarter of the transactions 
in Wall street today,” said a prominent local 
stock broker, “‘ must have been for Chicago 
account. Our wires to New York have been 
kept hot all day with orders to buy. | 

“ The bank deposits of this city are greater 
by $50,000,000 than a year ago. Money is 
seadily getting cheaper, and investment or 
speculation in stocks is being greatly accel- 
erated thereby. Some think this is an un- 
healthy condition, but as a matter of fact it 


is too cheap, and unless it gets dearer all 
sorts of wildcat enterprises will be started. 

“The present speculation is diverting idle 
money into stocks, which have by no means 
yet gone up so far as the great cheapness ) 
of money warrants. For instance, Glucose 
is now selling at72. As itis a6 percent divi- 
dend payer it therefore yields over 8 per cent, 
while bank loans do not cost more than 8% 
or 4 per cent. 


Looksinto Huture. 


“The common industrial stocks which 
have not yet paid dividends are still selling 
low enough to give plenty of promise of 
ous higher before such dividends are first 
paid. 

“The speculation in stocks after it has run 
a sufficient course will have absorbed 
enough money to make money less of a drug 
on the market. Then money rates will go 
up, and stocks will go down.” 

Among the new high records established 
for stocks yesterday were Federal Steel 
common, 50; American, Steel and Wire, 50; 
Glucose common, 72%; Tinplate common, 
46; and Linseed common, 30. 

At the close yesterday there were slight 
reactions from profit taking, but no abate- 
ment of the general bullishness. 


BEAR CROWD PUT TO ROUT. 


Public Buys Liberally of Wall Street 
Stocks and Former Records 
Are Broken.

New York, Dec. 27.—[{Special.]—It seemed 
this morning as though all the professional 
talent of Wall street, after three days of 
rest and opportunities for applying reason 
to the stock market situation, had made up 
its mind that stocks were too high and had 
come down-town with a firm determination 
to knock prices down. The failure was in- 
glorious. 

Glorying in the wildly bullish opening, the 
traders started to hammer the market, sell- 
ing all the conspicuous stocks aggressively. 
But they did not get prices down. On the 
contrary, prices went up—higher in many in- 
stances than they have been yet. 

It was the action of outside buying ~rdersa 
that caused the sensational opening of the 
market, and it was the continuous streaia 
of new outside buying orders that gave the 
market its buoyancy during the day. Once 
again the professional contingent of tha 
street found itself helpless in the haads of" 
the public. 

It was a record-breaking day. Transac- 
tions in stocks on the Stock Exchange were 
in the aggregate considerably heavier than 
on thé remarkable Tuesday two weeks ago, 
going beyund 928,000 shares. From opening 
to closing the market was wonderfully ac- 
tive—in Wall street vernacular it ‘* boiled.”’ 
And with its activity it was broad, more than 
165 issues being traded in. 

Transactions were well distributed among 
the conspicuous shares. Taken all in all, it 
was the most sensational day Wall street 
has known for years. Changes of from two 
to three points were quite commonand many 
net advances of from three to five, and even 
six, points were made.

Whether King Alfonso. will be on the 
throne of Spain a year hence depends tc a 
great extent, indeed. almost entirely, upon a 
Spanish priest who bears the name of Fath- 
er Martin, and yet whose power and influ- 
ence are regarded as superior even to those 
of the Pope himself, and who is an object of 
a@we and dread to thousands of people both 
within and without the pale of the Roman 
Catholic Church. 

Yor Father Martin, a man of humble ex- 
traction, is the Gencral of the order of the 
Jesuits, and as such disposes not only of 
the blind and unquestioning obedience of the 
members of his order, each one of whom isa 
man of mvore than ordinary intellect, but 
likewise has at his command the incalculable 
resources of the Jesuits. 

The Jesuits are the richest order in the 
world. Realizing the importance of wealtn 
as a means of power, the accumulation of 
property has been one of the chief objects 
of the order since its foundation hundreds of 
years ago. 

None of the property ts held in the name of 
theorder. Hence itis impossible to form any 
idea of its extent. But in view of the fact 
that for three centuries at any rate Jesuit 
priests have figured as the spiritual advisers 
of sovereigns and statesmen, and that doua- 
tions and bequests have for hundreds of 
years been flowing constantly into the coffcrs 
of the order, its colossal wealth may bec im- 
agined. 

Money Is one of the principal necessities to- 
{insure the success of a Carlist insurrection. 
But bankers and financiers have shown 
themselves reluctant to advance any money 
except on the condition that Don Carlos 


pledge his own large property, which he re- 


fuses to do. Hence unless Father Martin 
conscnts to furnish the money needed for 
the Carlist operations, the latter will either 
not take place, or will be attended by faiiure. 

That the sympathies of the Jesuits and of 
Father Martin are with the Carlists, rather 
than with the present dynasty itn Spain, is 
well known. For Don Carlos has promised 
to restore not only to the church but like- 
wise to the order of the Jesuits the estates 
and the power which they + possessed 
prior to the _ spoliation of the cnurcn 
and religious orders during the reign of 
Queen Isabella. Moreover, Don Carlos and 
likewise his only son, Don Jaime, have been 
educated and trained by the Jesuits an4é are 
obedient to theirinfluence. 

The Pope is asserted to have written an 
imploring letter to Iather Martin within 
the last few weeks, beseeching him to re- 
strain the hand of Don Carlos. 

But it is doubtful whether Father Martin 
will comply with this request, as, like every 
other Jesuit, he places the interests of his 
order above the wishes of the Pope, all the 
more as the Vatican is to a considerable ex- 
tent financially dependent upon the order of 
the Jesuits, which is understood to con- 
tribute in the neighborhovud of 5,000,000 
francs annually to enable the Papacy to 
balance its expenditure with its receipis. 

Father Martin is a tall, swarthy, and 
stately man of some 56 years of age, and 
makes his headquarters in a palace once 
belonging to the Ricasoli family but now 
known as the Casa Generalizio de San Giro- 
lamo, perched on a rock at Fiesole, near 
Florence. 

Hic is difficult of approagh, and even the 
Bishop of Fiesole and the Cardinal Arch- 
bishop of Florence are but seldom accorded 
the honor of an audience. In fact, he sees 
few people except the cleric and lay members 
of the order, which has ramifications every- 
where, 

When Hl travels he is accompanied by a 
suite of more than fifty secretaries and at- 
tendants, and the extent of his correspond- 
ence may be imagined when it is said that 
no less than 10,000 letters addressed to him 
pass through the general postoffice of Flor- 
ence alone each week. 

He is a remarkable linguist, speaking flu- 
ently eleven languages, while his genius for 
administration is so extraordinary that he 
finds no difficulty In maintaining the most 
strict supervision not only over the political 
affairs of every nation but likegvise over all 
the numerous enterprises in which the prop- 
erty of the order is invested. 

One virtue which he lacks is that of humil- 
ity—for his bearing is proud and haughty, as 
befits the so-called ** Black Pope.”’ 

John Eyre Nelson, whose impending mar- 
riage to Miss Kitty Kell, a school teacher of 
Battle Creek,, Mich., has just been an- 
nounced, does not possess any title of nobil- 
ity, and it is therefore a mistake to describe 
bride as having captured an English 

rd. 

He is a nephew of the present Ear! of Nel- 
son, being a son of the latter’s younger 
brother, while his miother is a grandgaughter 
of the sixth Duke of Marlborough. 

Inasmuch as the Earl, his uncle, has at 
least five suns, several of whom are mar- 
ried and have children, there is but little 
likelihood of the Battle Creek school teacher 
ever pecoming a peeress of the ™. 

It is nardly necessary to add. that young 
Mr. Nelson is not a descendant of the famous 
British Admiral of that name. The latter 
had no legitimate issue, and the present Earl 
is the grandson of a sister of England's 
greatest naval hero. 

It is impossible to look upon the death of 
Count Ferdinand de Gontaut Biron as any- 
thing clse than a release, both for himself 
and for the mem*ers of his family. For 
after having involved his name—one of the 
must illustrious in French history—in all 
sorts of unsavory scandals, and after having

It Has Too Much Cruelty in It to Be 
Agreeable to the General Reader— 
Poems of Francis Brooks Present a 
Curious Human Document and a 
Stady in Morbid Genius—The Final 
Tragedy of Hie Life Foreshadowed 
in His Poems, 


OR a blood quickening story of ad- 
venture with the thrill of hair-breadth 
escapes, lightning changes of scene 
and climate, and a running accompani- 

, ment of love and revenge, and more 
revenge, the reader is commended to “‘ John 
Ship, Mariner (Stokes), by Knarf Elivas. 

The book abounds in physical cruelties of 
one kind and another, which are rehearsed 
with a detail that will go far toward revolt- 
ing the ‘‘ gentle reader,’ while moving to an 
agreeable briskness the pulse of the average 
boy. The author’s English is of the good, 
prolific, arabesque-picturesque sort em- 
ployed so pleasingly by Stanley Weyman; 
but by this author in a manner too dis- 
jointed and irrelevant to be other than di- 
verting. ** Perchance,”’ ** aforetime,”’ 
faredforth,” and ‘‘ manhandle are terms 
in frequent use in these pages, along with 
scores of others for strangeness and vague- 
ness almost as mystifying as a dialect. 

The plot of the story carries the hero, 
Jobn Ship, through a veritable woof and 
warp of adventure, beginning with a boyish 
revolt at home—a runaway voyage from. 
Bristol, in company with a rough crew un- 
der Captain Hawkins, to Guinea, in search 
of slaves. In Havana, on his return, John 
encounters two brothers, Spaniards, José 
and Matteo Alameda, who appear in the 
nick of time one evening to save him from 
assault, and from this they ‘ foregather,”’ 
drink, and grow nearly friendly, when the 
advent of a pretty, mischevious sefiorita 
makes José and John cordial enemies, and it 
is with their hates that the book has to do. 
There is a graphic touch of the inquisition 
with John for a victim; there is a sanguinary 
whale hunt, with fights terrible and reck- 
onings thickly interspersed. 

After pages of fire and brimstone it is a 
relief almost too abrupt for control of the 
risibles suddenly to encounter the most pa- 
cific calm of sea and sky and the only lady 
since the early appearance and disappear- 
ance of the mischief-making sefiorita. Kit- 
ty, according to the author, is all sweetness 
and light, but notwithstanding this first- 
class reputation she proceeds, doubtless 
through no fault of her own, to stir up fresh 
turmoil between John and José, who have 
both promptly fallen in love with her. The 


‘-L battle is to the strong, and, as in the late 


war, the Spaniard is made to face about 
and fall upon his own sword, while John and 
Kitty, with love and treasure, sail back to 
merry England in search of peace and happi- 
ness. 

Wallace Rice has shown a good combina- 
tion of enthusiasm and reserve in his prefa- 
tory memoir to “ The Poems of Francis 
Brooks,” which he has collected and edited, 
and which are published in chaste form by 
R. R. Donnelley & Sons of Chicago. The 
brief but eventful life of Francis Brooks, the 
young poet who drowned himself in Lake 
Geneva last /sprii, is sketched by Mr. Rice 
after this style: 

Born in the South, bred in the North, sojourner 
in the East and West, a traveler eve ere, law- 
yer, physician, and poet, Francis Brooks was 
drowned, while suffering under serious illness, just 
as he had come to his thirty-first year. The tragedy 
of his most untimely taking off lives in his verses, 
most of them here published for the first time. 
His was a life of great hope and partial fulfill- 
ment, of lasting appreciation, of intense sacrifice, 
and complete devotion to art. 

As Mr. Rice says, the tragedy of the 
poet’s end may be found in his verses. In 
other words, the poems of Francis Brooks 
are morbid. There is nothing joyous in 
them, nothing of the laughter of life. In 
many instances they. touch the same in- 
sistent note of morbidity that is found in the 
last thing he wrote before the water closed 
over him, beginning: 

A suicide, swept far and wide 
From wave to wave: upon the tide 
_ My corpse is borne, gwollen and pied,. 
A suicide. 

That Francis Brooks had poetic gifts of a 
high order is apparent from a perusal of this 
volume, though the work Is so often can- 
kered and jaundiced by evident bodily and 
mental ill health that it nowhere breaks 
forth into the full-blown promise of great 
achievement. Yet Mr. Rice has told most of 
the truth in his line:** The tone grows sure— 
the tune remains unsung.”’ Earnestness was 
the predominating force in Francis Brooks’ 
character, but it was an earnestness that fed 
upon its own vitais, even as the man’s vault- 
ing mind wore out his body. Thus even his 
reform impulses and his love of humanity 
took the bitter aspect typified in sarcasm of 
verses like these: 

‘Take all, take all, 
Heart, mind, and soul, 
| O Money, my god. 
Thy altars rise, 
Thee none despise, — 
O Money, my god. 
Hear now my creed, 
ld, gilt, and greed, : 

O Money, my god. we 
Go love, come hate, Bae 
Perish the state, 

O Money, my god.

Collector Gill and a representative of the Internal 
Revenue department are looking into the business 
of the mutual! fire insurance companies of Massa- 
chusetts with a view to determining whether they 
are living up to the terms of the war revenue law. 


Mr. Gill learned that with few exceptions the . 


mutual companies were not stamping policies on 
the ground that they are not doing business 
the purpose of accumulating profits, and, therefore, 
are not liable for the war tax. All the mutual 
companies, however, did not take this view of the 
matter, and Collector Gill learned that several 
followed the practice of stamping policies. . Mr. 
Gill corresponded with thé Internal Revenue de- 
partment and was notified that mutual insurance 
companies must pay the tax unless they would 
show that surplus capital was not accumulated for 
profit. Practically all the Massachusetts compa- 
nies were found to be liable for the tax. 

The Executive committce of the National Associ- 
ation of Cotperative Mutual Insurance Companies 
has arranged to hold the fourth annual meeting of 
the association in Chicago from Feb. 28 to March

It would, 
indeed. as has been recommended in a recent re~ 
port of this department, be wisdom to confine their 
operations within a limited territory. It was ‘ob- 
viously the intention of the law authorizing the 
organization of these companies that they should 
provide merely for neighborhood insurance, not in- 
tended to operate over an extended territory, and 
not Intended as a means of making money for a 
few officers.”

With the coming of the new year the fast- 
est train service in the world will be estab- 
lished between New York and San Francisco 
to carry the transcontinental mails. But 
once in the history of American railroading 
has the regular time table adopted for ihe 
run frum ocean to ocean been excelled. That 
was some fourteen years ago, when the 
Palmer special, with tracks cleared, made 
the run in a little over ninety hours. That 
was the wonder of the time. Now regular 
trains are expected to cover the distance in 
less than ninety-five hours, month in and 
month out. 

At several points on the long run the new 
schedule has been beaten on extraordinary 
occasions. But special trains running overa 
single division and under extremely favor- 
able cunditions, are an entirely.different 
' proposition from regular trains, traveiing 
thousands of miles in all kinds of wind and 
weather, with all the other traffic of the 
lines to be looked after. For some stretches, 
-like that betveeen Chicago and Omaha, the 
schedule to go into effect on Jan. 2 i6 nearly 
up to the record of the fastest speciai runs. 
In other stretches, like that over the New 
‘York Central and Lake Shore from New 
York to Chicago, the, time was beaten by the 
Columbian Express during the World’s Fair, 
but is somewhat speedier than regular serv- 
ice since that rush period. 

Taken as one stretch, the new service will 
excel the record from New York to Omaha. 
West of the Missouri River, the time will be 
a little within the limit of the record of fast 
single runs, but considerably ahead of any 
regular schedule in the past. 

In railroading it is not the biggest spurts 
but the regular everyday schedules which 
form the basis of test. On that ground, the 
transcontinental mail is to be the banner

of the board next. Wednesday night. The 
régular board meeting scheduled for tonight 
has been postponed on account of the ab- 
sence of several of the members from the 
city and in order to give the Finance com- 
mittee time to get its report in shape. 

Members of the committee said that after 
they had discussed the financial deficit with 
Dr. Andrews and made recommendations 
they felt that the greater share of their work 
had been done. They are relying upon him 
to furnish a solution for the problem. 

One of the members said that the trustees 
had considered reductions in several de- 
partments, but that nothing would be given 
out concerning the branches of the educa- 
tional work which would be curtailed, as it 
might cause an unsettled feeling which 
might prove to be unjustified. That an ar- 
rangement will be made whereby the threat- 
ened lack of funds will be obviated without 
harm to the schools, he said, was sure. 

Chairman Downey of the Finance commit- 
tee said that at the meeting next Monday 
afternoon their decisions would be made 
known. | 

‘*‘We have determined today just about 
where we stand,”’ said he, ‘“‘ and next Mon- 
day we will do business.

AGREES UPON RAILROAD BILL. 


Kansas Populist Caucus Frames a Rad- 
ical Measure Against Common Car- 
riers and Insurance Companies. 


Topeka, Kas., Dec. 27.—[Special.]—The 
committee appointed by the Populist caucus 
has agreed upon a railroad bill. It now goes 
to the caucus for final consideration, The 
bil’ now provides for a “ court of visitation,” 
consisting of three Judges, a Marshal, a 
Clerk, and a Solicitor General. The Judges 
are to be elected every four years, at large. 
The other officers of the court are to be ap- 
pointed by those elected. 

The court will have original jurisdiction in 
all difficulties arising in matters of trans- 
portation. When a complaint is made it 
must be made to the Solicitor General. lf 
the officer thinks it is of sufficient impor- 
tance he places it before the court and it 
decides as to the justice of the complaint, or 
if it is a matter of rate defines the reason- 
ableness or unreasonableness of the existent 
rates. From this decision an appeal may be 
taken to the Supreme Court. 

The Solicitor General is really an autocrat 
as the bill is now framed. He can prevent 
a complaint reaching the court if he thinks 
it unreasonable. His judgment is law and 
there is no appeal from it, as there is no 
way to get a complaint before the court ex- 
cept through him. 

The bill gives the court power to settle 
strikes, regulate wages, and settle all ques- 
tions between common carriers and the pub- 
lic. The measure provides that the execu- 
tions of the court will issue to the Sheriffs 
of the different counties, and in cases where 
it is necessary to carry out its orders the 
court may appoint A receiver to take charge 
of and operate the road. It is the most 
radical railroad bill suggested since ‘the 
Populists came into power in Kansas. The 
railroads hawe a strong lobby here to op- 
pose the measure. 

Senator Stone today introduced a radical 
insurance bill. It was written by State 
Superintendent of Insurance Webb McNall 
and it provides: ‘‘ That any foreign insur- 
ance company which shall remove a cause 
from the courts of the State to the federal 
' courts shall by that act be incapacitated 
from doing business in this State, and the 
Superintendent of Insurance shall at once 
revoke the license of such company.”’

Retired Burglar Tells of Difficulties of 
Entering House with Night Key 
Instead of “ Jimmy.”’ 


“For a long time after I had given up 
business,’ said the retired burglar, had 
great difficulty in accommodating myself to 
the ordinary conditions of life. Seems to 
me I told you once something about that, 
how I couldn’t get into the habit of eating 
and sleeping at the hours of other people 
and I had difficulty in getting back in other 
ways, too, so strong is the force of habit. 

“There are some curious things about 
» this that might never occur to you at all. 
For instance, in those days, if I came home 
late at night, that is, at the hour at which 
formerly I had gone into other people's 
houses, I never went in at my own front 
door, I used to go in atacellar window.

‘**But one night, or one morning rather, 
about 2 o’clock, when I got around to that 
window, I found it fastened, and I knew 
well enough what had happened. My wife 
had a perfect horror of burglars and I knew 
she must have been around the cellar after 
me and seen: the window unfastened and 
turned the buttons. But that was no im- 
pediment to me; it made me laugh to my- 
self to think how easy it was, ang I opened 
the window and slid in as usual. ' 

** Besides having a horror of burglars, my 
wife was great on pickles and preserves and 
jellies and that sort of thing, which she 
used to put up herself and keep down cellar 
on a hanging shelf, consisting of a nice 
board plank suspended by side pieces nailed 
to the floor beams overhead.

OLD HABITS HARD TO BREAK. 


George L. Carman, Superintendent of the 
Western Railway and Weighing Association 
and Inspection bureau, has addressed a cir- 
cular letter to general freight agents of 
the Western roads, informing them of a 
novel fraud practiced on farmers by means 
of a V-shaped device attached to scales and 
so operated as to shrink the actual weight 4 


or 5 per cent. 


A diagram in the circular shows the ap-, 


pliance detached. It is made of hardened 
steel. The end has a raised portion, or 
“lug” on one side, which has a tendency 
when introduced to lengthen the beam so 
as to cause it to weigh less than it should. 
Another diagram shows the handle made to 
fit over the top of the scale beam and used 
to tip it so that one hand pressed on the rod 
connected with the lever on the scale raises 
a loop connected with the beam so as to al- 
low a space to insert the “‘ shriveler’’ in the 
diamond-shaped knife or bearing on each 
side of the scale holding the rod. 

Mr. Carman says information reached him 
some days ago that this appliance was in 
the hands of several buyers of grain and 
live stock, He visited one of the stations 
and procured one of the appliances, which 
are being sold for from $25 to $50 each by 
a man who represents himself as a solicitor 
for a prominent live stock firm tn Chicago.

RAILROAD IN THE KLONDIKE. 


Fourteen Miles of Narrow Gauge Track 
Now Reaching from Skaguay to 
| White Pass. 


Much has been said of the hardships ex- 
perienced’ by the Alaskan gold-seekers in 
the course of travel over the snowclad 
** passes '’ and through the narrow, winding 
and difficult trails. As time progresses, 
however, with it progresses the construction 
of a railroad that will lessen the burden of 
travelers tenfold, and by the end of the next 
mining season will have totally eliminated 
the hardships of the trip over Chilkoot Pass 
and make the journey one of pleasure. 

already the railroad in question has begun 
to bid for the dollars of the next summer's 
tourist, and up to date is carrying miners 
and miners’ outfits from Skaguay to White 
Pass City. 

Ground has been broken up to the border 
of the British territory, and it will not be 
long before the White Pass and Yukon rail- 
way will be carrying passengers and freight 
through to Fort Selkirk, Northwest Terri- 
tory. 

Fifteen hundred men are steadily engaged 
at the front on the work of construction. 

The road is now in operation as far as 
White Pass Village, a distance of fourteen 
miles from its starting point, arid has cost

“A circular based upoh information, ‘ fur- 
nished by officers’ of the International Pa- 
per company, showed that in July the trust 
was making a profit. of $10 a ton on its out- 
put. 

‘‘Immediately after the organization of 
the trust it raised the price of paper wher- 
ever possible. 

“The enlightened policy of New York and 
other States in protecting forests should. 
be encouraged by putting Canadian pulp 
and paper on the free list. 

“Every increase of a quarter of a cent 
per pound in the price of newspaper adds 
$34,000,000 to the value of the trust securi- 
ties. The duty on paper stops cheap books 
and cheap newspapers. Jt taxes intelli- 
gence, because the newspapers are the peo- 
ple’s school and their Mbrary.”

The examination for detective sergeants 
is an original one, and any member of the 
Police department can enter it. The exam- 
ination for Inspectors and Lieutenants, 
however, are promotional, and only officers 
of the next lower rank, or holdovers in the 
rank itself, are eligible, as the law was con- 
strued by President Kraus. 

This would leave as the eligibles for the 
examination for Inspectors all the present 
Captains of police and Inspectors Hunt and 
Shea. Hartnett, although an acting In- 
spector under the sixty-day rule, is really 
in rank only a patrolman, and Heidelmeier 
js a Lieutenant. Consequently neither is 
eligible to enter the examination. 

-'For the examination for Lieutenants all 
patrol and desk sergeants and holdover 


. Lieutenants are eligible. 


- The story is still persistently circulated 
around the City Hall that a gemeral reorgan- 
ization of the Police department is contem- 
plated before the spring election. This 
story, which is also vigorously denied on 
every hasdd, has it that Chief of Detectives 
Colleran is to succeed uperintendent Kipley, 
who is to be retired, and Inspector Hunt is 
also to be put on the retired list. 
Contract Let Without Bids. | 

Another case of letting a city contract 
without advertising for bids, as the law 
provides, came to light during the day. It 
was in the matter of protecting the fire 
hydrants against the cold, and the work, 
which will amount in value to about $9,000, 
was divided among ten men, who presum- 
ably were selected for'political reasons. 
The favored ones are: 


Patrick Wall, James Maclow, 
P. J. Murray, — John Czekala, 
Herman We . C. Finnerty, 
Charlies Smola, John McCoy, 
John Moran, Jacob Schremb. 


So far as is known none of these men is in 
the business of doing this class of work or 
anything like it. Patrick Wall is the Demo- 
cratic boss of the Fifth Ward. Herman 
Weingart is a cigarmaker with some political 
affiliations, living in the Tenth Ward, and 
Charlies Smola is also a cigarmaker, but 
lives in the Ninth Ward. John Czekala isa 
compatriot and fellow-wardsman of Stanléy 
Kung, Alderman from the Sixteenth Ward, 


‘and is President of the Pulaski Building and 


Loan association. Jacob Schremb is in the 
live stock business and lives in the Twentieth 
Ward. The others are credited with being 
friends of the Aldermen. 

A contractor, who is in a similar line of 
business, explained the situation as follows: 

“"These men have no teams and cannot 
themselves do the work. Itis split up among 
them in the way of political favors and then 
they have to come to us to do the work for 
'them.. We make our profit out of it and wnat 
is left goestothem. Consequently we do not 
care to mix up in the matter as we would 
enly make enemies. It is not much money 
for the people to whom the contract is given, 
but they probably think it so much clean 
profit.” 


Figures of theContract. 


‘The price at which the contract was given 
was 50 cents for filling around the hydrants 
in the outside sections of the city and $1 in 
‘the business district where the freplugs are 
larger and the “filler”’ has to be hauled a 
longer distance. It is computed that for the 
§0-cent hydrants one wagonioad will do for

FOREIGN POWERS TO 
SAVE COLORED RACE. 


Prints Card in Bishop ‘Turner's Paper 
Urging Appeal to Other Governments 

' to Intervene and Save Negroes in 
America in Interests of Humanity. 


Atlanta, Ga., Dee. 27.—{8 .]~—Dr. H. 
R. Butler, a negro physician ; this city, 
calls upon the colored race to appeal to the 
powers to interfere with the United States 
in the interests of humanity and save the 
negro. 

The card in which the call is made was 
printed in Voice of. Missions, a paper edited 
by Bishop Turner, who lately created a stir 
by violently advocating emigration of ne- 
groes to Africa. The card reads} } 

*“*I say, let us appeal to the foreign powers 
to intervene in the interest of humanity. 
Let this country memorialize al] the great 
powers of the world in the interest of op- 
pressed and suffering humanity in this coun- 
try. Let them represent the wrongs of the 
12,000,000 colored people for the last thirty- 
five years in every possible detail. Then let 
this great council select a representative 
delegation to bear and present these me- 
morials to the heads and legislative bodies 
of all the great powers of the world. 

‘Let us pray that they interfere for the 
sake of suffering and oppressed humanity. 
This may reflect greatly upon a country 
which boasts so much about its liberty and 
freedom, when neither exists. It) will reflect 
greatly upon a country that has spent mil- 
lions of money and many lives for the sake 
of humanity in the Spanish colonies when 
it is unable to extend humane treatment to its 
own people. But this is our last hope. It is 
all that is left to us to do. All the courts, 
both State and national, have in every case 
decided against us. The national gOv- 
ernment says nothing, however, while the 
white so-called Christian church looks on 
and assents to the barbarity and inhu- 
manity practiced upon the colo ople.

FRANK BROS. WILL LIQUIDATE. 


State Street Department Store Firm to 
Wind Up Its Business by 
April 1. 


Frank Bros., the, State street department 
store firm, went into liquidation yesterday. 
The members called in James B. Forgan, 
Vice President of the First National Bank; 
G. E. Armstrong of the H. B. Claflin com- 
pany, William Meyer of William Meyer & 
Co., and E. Price of F. Butterfield & Co. of 
New York, to act as an advisory commit- 
tee of liquidation, and suggest the best plan 
of speedily disposing of the business. 

It is the intention of the firm to sell out the 
business as speedily as can be done ad- 
vantageously. The Franks will place all 
the money now in their hands and what 
comes from the disposition of the stock in 
the First National Bank to the credit of 
the firm’s liquidation account. It will be 
held in trust fer distribution among the cred- 
itors on the first day of each month begin- 
ning Feb. 1, 1899. The entire plant will be 
disposed of, it is expected, by April 1. 
letter which the firm has to 
the public statés: | 

“We have worked under y disad- 
vantages. Four years, ago we moved into 
our present quarters, expending in moving, 
reconstruction, improvements, and equip- 
ping Over $100,000. We took a lease at about 
$85,000 per annum. “We were unable to make 
enough to pay this rent, although at the 
time we rentéd out a number of departments 
to reduce the cost. All except three of them 
have since been absorbed by us. We ob- 
tained a reduction of $13,000 per annum, 
which expires May 1, 1900. One of the prom- 
inent mercantile agencies has treated us in 
a merciless manner, greatly atecting our 
credi ij 

‘The firm is now preparing a statement of 
its assets and liabilities, and it is the inten- 
tion to go ahead and take an account of the 
stock now on hand, so as to be able to tell 
definitely whether the assets will meet the 
Habilities. This is being done in accordance 
with the advice of J. B. Forgan, who sug- 
gested to August Frank yesterday that such 
action would meet with the approval of the 
creditors, who would allow the firm to pro- 
ceed with the liquidation in the manner pro- 

The several claims against Frank 
Bros., held by manufacturing firms, prob- 
ably will not be pushed further in the courts. 


JUDGE TULEY ON PHILIPPINES. 


Not in Favor of Retaining the Islands 
After Having Established an In- 
dependent Government. 


Chicago, Dec. 27.—[Editor of The Tribune. ] 
—I think your editorial, ‘‘ Democrats Dis- 
agree with Bryan,” in today’s issue places 
the Monticello club in a false position. The 
club is not in favor of retaining the Philip- 
pines after they have put into operation an 
independent government one day longer 
tham may be necessary to turn over the 
‘control to its authorities. Thereafter ex- 
tend to them protection similar to that in- 
volved in the Monroe doctrine. — 

I am not willing to be placed in a false po- 
sition upon this—to the United States—vital 
question. What shall be done with the 
Philippines is the burning question of the 
hour. ‘The retention of territory after the 
Mexican war ‘‘ without the consent of the 
governed” did not’ present a similar 
question. The United States in that case 
had conquered the territory without the as- 
sistance of the people thereof, and no ques- 
tion of national honor or of good faith was 
involved in its retention. I 

As to the Philippines: We declared to the 
world that the United States entered upon 
the war with Spain with no intention of ter- 
ritorial aggrandizement. We found the 
Filipinos carrying on a reasonably success- 
ful war against Spain. They rendered some 
assistance—all in their power—against the 
common enemy, and had no reason to sup- 
pose that should the war terminate in favor 
of the United States they would only be 
changing one foreign master for another, 
and this without their consent. 

The first—and it should be the controlling 
question—in deciding what course should be 

ursued by the United States as to the 

hilippines is what does the nation’s honor 
and what does good faith with that people 
demand of the United States? 

For many reasons it is not only bad pub- 
lic policy for the United States to institute 
a colonial government in the present case, 
but we cannot retain the Philippines—either 
as a colony or as a teritory—except ata 
sacrifice ofnationalhonor. M. F.
